RECALLS ANOTHER MYSTERY. 


The Garreting of Reynolds Located 
Near a Similar Murder. 


In connection with the murder of Thomas 
Reynolds at 305 South Third street another 
police mystery is recalled by Sergt. Mc- 


Namee. 

Something more tran two years ago an un- 
known man was found strangled to death in 
a room facing on the alley between Second 
and Third, Walnut and Elm strects—one 
block north and half a block east of the 
Cleveland House, where Reynolds’ body was 
found buried under a heap of sawdust and 
Ashes, after having been strangled to death 
with a rope. 

Three unknown men rented the room in the 
alley and paid for a week in advance, There 
was nothing about their appearance to at- 
tract especial attenlon to their movements, 
and for two days they went about their 
‘business unobserved.

Persons wishing to adopt the Detroit plan 
of turning their vacant lots into vegetable 
gardens for whe benefit of the unemployed 
can do so. But those who do not and merely 
permit nature to take her course unimpeded 


had better beware of the.police. The mode 
of procedure is somewhat complicated when 
it becomes necessary to remove the weeds. 
The policeman on the bea? must notify the 
Health Department, which in turn declares 
the growth a nuisance and notifies’the City 
Marshal, who notifies the owner or owner's 
agent of the existence of the nuisance and 
informs the Health Depar®ment, 

The House of Delegates has passed an or- 
dinance, which had already passed thy 
Council, making it a misdemeanor to allow 
Weeds to grow more ‘than a foot high on 
vacant property. The City Counselor has 
not yet given an Gpinion as to what consti- 
tutes weeds, but the @fdinance says that all 
rank growths exhaling a noxious or un- 
pleasant odor are weeds, and that any 
person who permits them to grow shall be 
fined not less than $10 nor more than $100 
for each offense. Whether each weed con- 
stitutes an offense is not stated.

TASTE INDICTMENTS. 


The Motion to Quash Argued and Taken 
Under Advisement.

A motion to quash the seven indictmenis 
for embezzlement pending against ex-City 
Treasury Michael Foerstel was argued 
Saturday morning before Judge Harvey in 


Division No. 2 of the Criminal Court. 

Attorney Ashley Clover read a lengthy 
history of the Foerstel case, reviewing the 
manner in which it has been handled from 
time to time and dwelling at some length 
upon the action of Circuit Attorney Zach- 
ritz several months ago in entering nollie 
prosequis in the cases against Foerstel. 

This action was regarded with much dis- 
favor by the members of the Grand-Jury, 
and that body promptly found another set 
of true bills at the next session. At their 
request the matter was taken out of the 
hands of Circuit Attorney Zachritz and 
placed in those of Atty.-Gen. Walker. 

The defense claims that these indictments 
are rendered null and void by statutory 
limitation 

After entering the formal mot on to quash, 
Attorney Clover proceeded to argue the case 
along on this line, upholding: the action of 
Cireult Attorney Zachritg. 

Attorney-General Walker said that Mr. 
Clover for the defense had utterly ignored 
the Misouri statute in his discussion of the 
case. The only quest on involved was as to 
the power of tae Prosecuting Attorney to

Cleveland House Porter Believed to 
Have Killed Old Tom Reynolds. 


Carl Maier, porter at the Cleveland House, 
was held by thé Coroner for the murder of 
Tom Reynolds, who was choked to death 
in the cellar of she \jodging-house on the 


night of March F. 

The verdict was that Maier committed the 
crime, assisted by unknown accomplices. 

Jake Schmidt, Thomas Hendricks, Frank 
Wickman and John Wungermann were held 
as witnesses. 

The hearing, which was postponed from 
2 o’clock Friday afternoon, was resumed at 
10 o'clock Saturday morning. Jacob Fritschy, 
proprietor of the Cleveland House, where 
the body of Reynolds was found; Thomas 
Cain, who claims to have overheard a 
threatening conversation between Carroll, 
Dempsey and Ford; Capt. O'Malley of the 
Central Police District, and Carl Maier, 
the prisoner, were the principal witnesses ex- 
amined, 

Fritschy's testimony was to the effect that 
he had not ordered Maier to go into dhe 
cellar to search for Reynolds, as Maier had 
claimed; that the rope found in the second 
cellar did not belong at the house, and 
must have been purchased by an outsider, 
and that Maler had charge of Reynolds’ 
valise on the day the latter disappeared. 

Thomas Cain identified Carroll, mpsey 
and Ford as the men who had spo of 
Reynolds and said that if they could get 
him away from the house they would “do 
him up.“ 

Capt. O'Malley related the numerous con- 
flicting statements made by Maler concern- 
ing his actions on St. Patrick's day and_af- 
terward, all of which tended to confirm 
dhe suspicion that he was connected with the 
disappearance of the old man.
